INCOME TAX. 

A very strong feeling has been de- 
veloped in Edmonton against the as- 
sessment of small incomes under the 
present municipal ordinance. In order 
that there may be no doubt as to the 
law on the subject it may be as weil to 
quote the section of the ordinance 
which applies, that is section 2 of part 
4. “All land and personal property 
and income in the Territories shall, 
where no other express provision has 
been made in this respect, be liable to 
taxation,subject to the exemptions here- 
in after mentioned.” In the interpre- 
tation clauses a person taxable on ac- 
count of income is “ Any person re- 
ceiving an annual income.” In the list 
of exemptions the only exemption of 
income, is “The income ofa farmer 
derived from his farm and the income 
of merchants, mechanics and other 
persons derived from capital liable to 
taxation.” Webster's definition of in- 
come is “That gain which proceeds 
from labor, business, or property of any 
kind ; the produce of a farm ; the rent 
of houses ; the proceeds of professional 
business ; the profits of commerce or 
occupation ; the interest of money or 
stock in funds.” From this it appears 
that wage earners are taxable on their 
wages and that persons having ao fixed 
income are still taxable for whatever 
income they have unless it be derived 
from property liable to taxation. There- 
fore the assessor was quite within the 
law in assessing incomes to the full 
amount and in assessing all but the 
exempted cases. 

To state the law is one thing but 
to approve of it is another. There is 
no doubt that under the new ordinance 
passed at last session of the Territorial 
assembly the town has the power to tax 
incomes, but it does not necessarily 
follow that it will doso. Under sub- 
section 41 of section 16 of part three, 
the council has the power to pass a by- 
law granting “ Exemptions from taxa- 
tion for the then current year” and it 
is an open question whether the coun- 
cil should not exercise the power of 
exemption in the case of small in- 
comes, taxationZof which looks very 
much like a hardship or even an in- 
justice. It will be agreed generally 
that income should not be exempt from 
taxation simply because it is income 
and not property. The principle that 
wealth should bear the burden accord- 
ing to its nominal ability is generally 
conceded, But it is also conceded 
that owing to certain circumstances it 
is right and proper to exempt some 


.forms of wealth or some portion of 


some form of wealth from taxation. 
For instance : personal property to the 
amount of $300 is exempt from taxa- 
tion; and also household effects of 
every kind, books and wearing apperal 
in use. The idea of exempting house- 
hold effects and a certain valuation of 
personal property is no doubt on the 
principle thata person has a right to 
live and that a reasonable amount of 
the necessaries of life shouid be free 
from taxation. If it is right that a 
person owning personal property, cloth- 
ing and housebold utensils should ve 
relieved from taxation in respect of 
these necessities of living, which have a 
certain degree of permanence and may 
be worth a great deal of money, how 
much more reasonable is it that the 
earnings with which his daily needs are 
supplied should be exempt as well? In- 
deed it shows a strange inequality in 
law to free from taxation a $500 piano 
and a thousand dollar oufit of house 
furnishings, which represent wealth,and 
tax the wage earner for the price of his 
daily bread, which represents certainly 
not wealth and may be poverty. Under 
the former ordinance and in most other 
parts of the civilized world this prin- 
ciple is recognized and income up to a 
certain amount is exempt—an amount 
which no doubt is roughly based on the 


actual requirements of a person or 
family for the year. The amount of 
income exemption in the Territories 
under the former ordinance was $300, 
but that is not enough in this country. 
A petition drawn up by C. M. Wood- 
worth was being circulated on Friday 
asking that an exemption of income up 
to $600 be granted by the conncil, and 
was unanimously signed. It is to be 
hoped that the council will see its way 
to accede to the request ; without pre 
judice, however, to the principle of the 
taxation of income; but let it be the 
taxation of wealth and not of poverty.

THE LANDING. 

The watchword of the party now in 
power at Ottawa has been for not less 
than the past fifteen years the develop 
ment of the Northwest. It has been 
claimed on their behalf that but for 
the efforts of themselves and friends 
there would not have been any North- 
west. That they have been so busy 
year in and year out repelling the on- 
slaughts of the wicked grits upon the 
Territories, that they have hardly been 
able to sleep at night. No dount this 
is all true, and taking for granted that 
it is, no doubt to point out where 
further development can be assisted is 
to assure that asssistance forthwith. 
Edmonton is the northern terminus of 
the railway system of the country. 
Athabasca Landing, ninety miles further 
north, is the beginning of the navigable 
waterways of the Mackenzie, on which 
four steamers are now ruuning and an- 
other one is being built. The Land- 
ing is the gateway to the Mackenzie 
basin, an area of 800 by 1,000 miles. 
It is the point at which all travel and 
trade starts by boat for Peace River or 
for the Arctic ocean as the case may be. 
The freight handled at Athabasca 
Landing is a very considerable part of 
the business of the C. & E. railway. 
And yet there is no mail service to the 
Landing and no postal facilities there. 
The Edmonton board of trade has al- 
ready called the attentlon of the post 
office department to the necessity of a 
mail service to the Landing, without 
result. The Buietrn will go a step 
further and say that the importance of 
the Landing as a shipping point in the 
trade of this country is sufficient not 
only to warrant the establishment of a 
mail service but also the construction 
and operation of a telegraph line. It is 
quite possible that the mail route and 
the telegraph line would not directly 
pay expenses. But that they would 
pay indirectly by reason of the increas- 
ed facility given for the transaction of 
important business there can be no 
doubt. Freight is delivered at the 
Landing with teams for the H. B. Co., 
the traders, or the missions. Something 
may be short, or missing, or broken. 
To get the lack replaced means a two or 
three days trip to Edmonton and re- 
turn, or at least six days delay. Last 
week a man who was building boats at 
the Landing had to come in for a few 
pounds of nails of which he was short. 
Six days trip for man and horse for 
say ten pounds of nails and at least 
three days unnecessary delay. For if 
there had been a telegraph line a mes- 
sage could have been sent in and the 
nails sent out with a freighter, or if 
there was a mail service by mail. An- 
another case occurred last week. The 
H. B. steamer was timed to leave the 
Landing for Grand Rapids on the 17th. 
At the rapids row boats connect it with 
the Grahame at Fort McMurray and 
the Grahame connects with the Wrig- 
ley at Fort Smith, the Wrigley making 
the trip to Peel’s river within the 
Arctic circle. This isthe last trip of 
the season. Frank Heron, the H. B. 
officer in charge at Fort Wrigley on the 
Mackenzie, came out on a former trip 
of the steamer on a trip of business and 
pleasure, to return on this last trip of 
the steamers. Not being used to rail- 
way time tables he missed the C. & E. 
train of Monday last, which would have 
brought him to Edmonton in time to 
catch the steamer at the Landing on 
Saturday. He came inon Thursday’s 
train and unless he made the 90 miles 
between Edmonton and the Landing be- 
fore the steamer started on Saturday he 
would bave a trip of nearly 1,000 miles 
by canoe ahead of him; for once the 


———— 
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steamer started, there would be very 
little chance of his catching her. Ifa 
telegraph line existed the steamer could 
be delayed a few hours ‘on the certainty 
that the passenger. would be there. 
The Landing is one of the most im- 
portant shipping points in the Terri- 
tories, and the extension of the. mail 
and telegraph service to that point 
would be of the very greatest possible 
assistance to the commerce of the 
north. The only wonder is how such 
a pressing necessity could have eluded 
the vigilance of a progressive govern- 
ment so long.

interest whereof shall be payable hnalf-yeirly at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum.

And whereas the total amount to be raised 
annually by special rate for payment of the said 
debt by means of a sinking fund as aforesaid, and 
the amount of interest thereon, is 3330.00.

And whereas the amount cf the existing debt of 
the municipality outside of the debt due for the 
current expenses of the year, is 324,362 23, incurred 
in respect of local improvements, and $24 700.00 in- 
curred in respect of permanent 
whereof no part is in arrear. 

And whereas the special rate on the dollar on the 
rateable property in the municipality according to 
the last revised assessment roll required as being 
sufficient to pay the said interest and create the 
eaid equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of 
the principal is thirty-five one-hundredths of a mill. 


Therefore the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 

lity of the Town of Edmonton in council assem- 
led, enacts as foll0ws : 

1. This By-law to take effect on the 2nd day of 
September, 1595. 

2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow upon the credit of the Municipality the 
said sum of $3630.00, and may execute and issue 
debentures of the Municipality to that amount in 
gums of not less than $500.00 each, repayable within 
twenty years from the said second day of September, 
1895, with interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum, payable half-yearly ; such debentures to be 

yable at the office at Edmonton of the Treasurer 
of the Municipality, and to have attached to them 
coupons for the payment of interest. 

3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying 
the said interest, and creating an equal yearly sink- 
ing fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of $3630.00, a special rate of thirty- 
five one-hundredths of a millia the dollar over and 
above all other rates and taxes shall be levied, (in

BY-LAW No. 103. 


A By-Law to provide for the berrowing on the 
credit of the municipality at large, the sum of 
2403.65 forthe payment of certain local improve- 
ments made in the year 1894. 

WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was _ presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
— whereon the improyement was proposed to 

e; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 

rovisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 

alf, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a plank sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 

Hudson’s Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereof paid by special frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 
improvement was propcsed to be mae. 

AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans or advances 
effected in pursuance of the Municipal Ordinance in 
that behalf. 

AND WHEREAS by snd in pursuance of By-laws 
in that behalf of the said Municipality, it was ascer- 
tained and finally determined as follows. (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentiened petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1895. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of the said improvements, in- 
cluding interest properly chargeable thereon, was as 
follows: Of that under Petition No. 1, $83.40 and of 
that under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the 
sum of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land 
chargeable and charged with the special frontage 
rate in each case, (exclusive of all improvemeats 
thereon) was as follows: That comprised in Petition 
No. 1, 38,400.00 ; and that comprised in Petition No. 
2, $9,000.00, making in all the sum of $17,400.00. 
(d) That no portion of the costs of any of the im- 

rovements made under either of the said petitions 
3 to be borne by the Municipality at large. (¢) That 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid, 
comprised in Petition No. 1, is 636 feet, and the pro- 
porvions in which the cost of the improvements 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1 is to be 
borne is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursusace of said Petition No.1; and that 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid 
comprised in Petition No. 2 is 636 feet, and the pro- 
ortion in which the cost of the improvements made 
in pursuance of the said Petition No. 2 is tu be 
borne, is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No. 2; 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of the said 
By-laws, the cost of the improvements was accord- 
ingly assessed by way of special frontage assess ment 
upon the lands fronting on the :street whereon the 
improvements were nade, the said cost to be levied 
by a special rate upon the said lands comprised in 
each petition respectively in such manner that there 
should be levied and collected in each year for the 
period ef ten years from and after the first day of 
January, 1895, at the same time and in the sume 
manner as the general municipal taxes, such sums 
as should be sufficient in each case to cover the 
annual interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum upon the amount of the cost, and form an 
equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of the amount thereof, estimating the rate 
o* interest on the investment of the sinking fund at 
five per cent. capitalized yearly. 

AND WHEREAS, for the purpose of repaying 
the said temporary advances or loans and interest 
thereon it is necessary and expedient to borrow on 
the credit of the Municipality at large the said sum 
of 2493,65 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shall be repayable on the 31st cay of De- 
cember, 1904, and which shail bear interest 
from the lst day of Janutry, 1895, payable half- 
yearly at the rate of six per cent. per annum. 

AND WHEREAS while the said debt is created on 
the credit of the said Municipality at large, the 
Municipality is to collect the same only by way of 
special frontage and assessments. 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
re-payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund 


AND WHEREAS the total amount required to be 
raised by the special rate for the repayment of the 
said debt of $403.65 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, and the interest thereon as aforesaid is 
356.35, being composed of the sum of 211 70 in re- 
spect of the sum of 283.40, the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 1, and the sum of 244.65 in 
respect of the sum of 2320.25,the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 2. 


AND WHEREAS the annual special rate per foot 
frontage for the paying of interest and creating an 
equal yearly sinking fund, for the payment of the 
Said sum of $11.70 is 1 85-100 cents per foot frontage 
of the land comprised in Petition No. 1, and the 
annual special rate for the paying of interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $44.65, is 7 4-100 cents per foot 
frontage on the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council assem- 
bled, enact as follows : 


1. That this by-law shall come into force on the 
day of the final passing thereof. 


2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality at large, 
the sum of $403 ¢5 and interest thereon at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from the first day of January 
1895, and for that purpose may iseue one or more de- 
bentures of the Municipality at large, in sums of not 
less than 21C0 each, repayable on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1904, bearing interest at the rate ef 6 percent, per 
annum from the Ist day of January, 1895, eugaite 
half-yearly ; such Debentures to be payable at the 
office at Edmonton of the Treasurer of the Munici- 
pality, and to haye attached thereto, coupons for 
the payment of interest. 


3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required tobe raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal year- 
ly sinking fund tc be set apart for the payment of 
the said principal sum of 2403.65, there shall be levied 
at the same time asthe general Municipal Taxes in 
each year, during the period of ten years from and 
after the first day of January, 1895, an annual special 
rate, over and above all other rates, of 1 85-100 cents 
per foet frontage on all of the iand comprised in 
Petition No. 1, and of 7 4-100 cents per foot frontage 
on all the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


4. The credit of the Municipality is hereby pledg- 
ed for the payment of the said sum of 2403.65 and 
interest as aforesaid.
